I liave ilie lionoiir to submit berewitli tlic Annual Reports of the follow- 
ing Medieal Schools in West Bengal for the session 1944-45 commencing in 
July 1944 : — 

(1) Campbell Medical School, Calcutta. 

(2) Ronaldshay Medical School, Burdwan. 

(3) Jachson Medical School, Jalpaiguri. 

(4) Calcutta Medical School, Calcutta. 

(5) The National Medical Institute, Calcutta. 

(6) Sammilani Medical School, Bankura. 

The first three of these are State Institutions and the rest are managed 
by private bodies. 

2. Tile standard of training imparted in all these Medical Schools was 
up to the final Licentiateship Examination of the Provincial State Medical 
Faculty. There were training classes for compounder students in all the 
(loverninent Medical Schools except at the Jackson Medical School, 
Jalpaiguri. 

3. The total strength of students in the various Medical Schools during 
the session under report was 2,236 as Compared with 2,016 in the previous 
year. They are distributed as follows; —

The total number of new admissions in licentiate course during the year 
under report was 601 and 347 students came out successful in the final 
licentiateship examination. 



A total number of 78 students (including 32 newly admitted) were under 
training for the compoundership examination in the two Government 
Medical Schools and of which 38 appeared at the examination during the 
year under report and 26 came out successful. 

4. No Sub-Assistant Surgeons received Post-graduate training during 
the year as no one (jould he deputed for the purpose. 

5. The conduct and attendanc^e of students of almost all the Medical 
Schools were generally satisfactory, except Campbell Medical School, where 
some troubles took place due to students’ strike and the institution remained 
closed until they rejoined their classes with apologies after a pretty long 
time. The students of some of the Medical Schools had to face great 
sufferings due to the food shortage in the country. 

6. No construction or repair work wcfTthy of note was done during the 
year in the *Medioal Schools except at the Sammilani Medical School, 
Bankura. 

7. The average (^ost for student per annum in the Government Medical 
Schools during the year under report was as follows : — 

Campbell Medi(;al School — Bs. 600. 

Ronaldshay Medical School — Us. 202. 

Jackson Medical School — Bs. 285.

Annual Report of the Campbell Medical School for the 

year 1944-45. 

I.— PgiLDINC AND ACCOMMODATION. 

No new buildings were constructed during the year under review. 
Only urgent repairs were carried out. 

II.— 'Teaching and Equipment. 

(A) — Department of Chemistry and Physics. — The Chemistry and , 
Physics classes for the first year students were held in the Department of 
Physics and Chemistry, Medical College, Calcutta, and were taken by Mr. 
Suresh Chandra Miikherjee, M.sc., Senior Demonstrator of the Depart- 
ment. He delivered the prescribed course of lectures and held the practi- 
cal classes laid down under the existing rules of the State Medical Faculty. 

Full facilities for giving instruction to the students of the school, 
under the revised regulations, are not obtainable in the Medical College. 
A scheme for opening a sep«arate department of Chemistry and Physics in 
the school has been submitted for sanction to the Surgeon-General, Bengal, 
under this office letters Nos. 177 and 755 dated the 25lh March 1935 and 
19th September 1935 respectively. 

(B) — Department of Anatomy. — The Defiurtment was under the charge 
of Dr. L. K. Ghosh, M.n., Teacher of Anatomy, assisted hy a staff of 5 
Demonstrators, The number of students on the roll during the period was 
3()G distributed as follows: —

Apart from the prescribed course of lectures delivered by the teacher 54 
demonstrations were given to the students in course of tlie summer term 
(July to October) according to the following programme: — 

(1) 188 regular let year students were divided into 7 batches of 25 and 
26. 

(2) 30 November 1st year students were given demonstration daily for 
one year. 

(3) 59 2nd year students divided into 3 batches forming a batch of 20 
students. 

(4) The November 2nd year students were distributed in 3 batches each 
batch containing 24 students. 

These demonstration classes include demonstration of soft part (Viscera, 
Eye, Brain, Surface Markings) besides demonstration in bones. Detained 
November and plucked 2nd year students had separate classes. 
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During the winter session — Dissection classes were held daily from 
11 a.in. to 8 p.m. from the end of the October 1944 to the end of April 1945. 
The number of students who attended this session was 218 in the 1st year 
and 148 in the 2nd year class. 

The total number of students was 307 and 54 dead bodies were dissected 
by them.. 

During February, March and April 1944, special demonstration classes 
were held for demonstrating brain, eye, viscera and surface markings. 

On (completion of dissection of a part, each student was examined on 
that part and on passing an oral examination was allowed to take up 
another part to dissect. 

Tutorial classes were also taken during the session for a batch of 25 
students, for one hour daily, during the month of February and for five 
batches daily during the months of March and April when the dissections 
were over. 

In addition to this the undermentioned work auxiliary to the work of 
tea(ihing were also carried out. 

One hundred and one bodies were injected with colour dyes of which 58 
were used for dissection in tlie s(‘hool. Fourteen for the operative surgery 
(dasses held in the school and 26 colour injected bodies were supplied to the 
State Medical Faculty for Anatomy and Surgery l"xaminaii()n. Four bodies 
were macerated for bones, 3 ccdoiir inj(icted dead bodies were decomyujsed. 
Fifty-six non-inje(ded bodies were given to Medical College, 18 non-injectetl 
were supplied to Calcutta Medical School and 2 non-inje(*ted were supplied 
to National Medical Institute. 

(h) Bones articulated and non -articulated were supplied to the follow- 
ing institution. 

(c) Four articulated skeletons were supplied to St. Toliu Ambulance 
Association, New Delhi. 

(2) One artifmlated skeleton was 8uj)plied to the Prol'essor of Medical 
Jurisprudence, Cah'uita Medical College. 

(3) Two disarticulated sets were supplied to 1st year students, f^ampbelP 
M(;dical Sijhool. 

Requirements. — The provision of a eleciric cooling chamber for 12 
bodies is required and sanction has already been applied for. 

(C) Department of Physiology. — The Department wus under the charge 
of Dr. M. L. Chakravarti, M.sc., m.h., assisted hy a stalY of three 
Demoiisirators. The miinher of students on the roll during the session was 
344 of whom 232 were students (»f the first year and 112 of the second year 
classes. They were given the usual (course of instruction prescu-ihed by 
the faculty regulations by the leaclier concerned, and a course of 34 
demonstrations for 2nd year and 25 for 1st year. Twenty-five practical 
classes were also licld in addition to demonstrations. The students were 
divided into batches of 27 for the demonstration and practical classes which 
were attended by the three demonstrators along with the teacher. 

The duration of a class was one hour. The classes for the first and 
second year students w^ere separate. 

In the demonstration classes under the Microscope Histological speci- 
mens of the principal organs and tissues were shown along with diagrams, 
some permanent and some sketched on the black board on the occasion. 
For ea(di class 25 Microscopes were provided. A descriptive card was 
placed alongside of each microscopical slides to help the students. In 
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addition each student was required to draw, in a special Laboratory work, 
diagrams of typical specimens viewed under the Microscope. In th# 
practical classes methods of straining tissue section and blood films, 
estimation of sugar in urine and in use of the commoner clinical instru- 
ments such as the Sphygmomanometer, HaMnocytometer, Albuminometer, 
Coagulometer, Ureometer, etc., were used. The department had carried 
out during the year 1944, 2,316 clinical examinations for the hospital as 
against 1,136 examinations carried out in the previous years. The depart- 
ment had to prepare and supply sp. gr. solution to the Cholera Ward, 
distilled water to outdoor and indoor dispensary of this hospital and I.H. 
T. solution for blood transfusion in the ward. This department took up 
the biochemical investigation of the destitute cases under I.ll.F.A. for 
which I.ll.F.A. placed one Biochemist, one Laboratory Assistant to work 
under the guidance of the Teacher in charge of the Department. 

Requirement. — Two Laboratory Assistants and a menial are absolutely 
necessary of which one Laboratory assistant has already been provided. 

(D) Materia Medica and Pharmacy. — {i) For Licentiate students . — 
The preuscribed course of lecture was delivered to the students of the 1st 
and 2nd year class by Dr. Ali Ahmed, m.b., the Teacher of the subject. 
The number of students on the roll during the session was 366 of whom 
218 were students of the first year and 148 of the second year classes. 

Demonstration classes were held in batches separately for the first and 
second year students there being 25 students in each batch by the Teacher 
of the compounder class as a local arrangement. 

The practical pharmacy classes for the 2nd year students were held from 
July 1944 to February 1945. The students were divided into batches of 
25 students in each and the number of classes uitended by each batch was 
about 21. The classes were taken by the Assistant Apothecary in which 
compounding and dispensing of mixtures, lotions, ointments, plasters, 
pills and suppositories were taught. 

(ii) For compounder students. — The number of students on the roll was 
25. They had 112 practical pharmacy classes, 59 demonstrations and 58 
lectures in Materia Medica were held during the year by the Teacher, 
Compounders Class. 

Requirements . — There is no department of Materia Medica or any 
special class room for holding the practical pharmacy classes in. this school. 
The pharmacy classes w’ere therefore held in the indoor dispensary though 
there is no suitable accommodation for bolding the classes. A scheme for 
tlie establishment of a department of Materia Medica has been forwarded 
under this office letter No. 755, dated the 19th Seplemher 1935. One 
Demonstrator, One Laboratory Assistant and a peon are necessary to faci- 
litate training in the light of modern teaching of the subject. 

(E) Department of Pathology. — — Tbe Department was under the 
charge of Dr. 8. 0. Chandra, n.sc., m.b., Teaclier of l^ithology, assisted 
by a staff of 3 demonstrators throughout the year. TJie number of students 
on the roll during the session was 217 A course of 40 lectures ou Pathology 
and Bacteriology was delivered by the Teacher and 25 demonstrations and 
practical classes were held for students in batches of 15 each. 

The practical classes are taken in the Physiology laboratory. A 
separate place for the Pathological Department is urgently required. 

The Department of Medici'iie, — (/) The prescribed course of 50 lectures 
was delivered during tbe summer tenn by Dr. Nawab Ali, m.b. 
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(n) Clinical demonstrations were given in the wards daily throughout 
the year by the Teacher and the other Physicians-in-charge including the 
Physician in charge of the Children and Infectious wards and also by the 
Associate Physicians. 

Tutorial classes for students were taken in batches for one hour in the 
evening by the Eesident Medical Officer attached to the wards. The 
writing up of case note and performance of clinical laboratory work were 
supervised by the Registrars and House Physicians respectively. 

(B) — In the wards the students were taught the methods of physical 
examination, laboratory examination, application of clinical instruments 
and interpretation of Radiograms. They were taught also the elements 
of practical therapeutics. 

Requirements . — The installation of an Electrocardiograph is urgently 
necessary for investigation and diagnosis of the large number of heart 
cases treated in the hospital. At least two clinical pathologists are abso- 
lutely necessary for adequate investigation of the cases which will improve 
clinical instructions given to the students. 

(H) Hygiene (Preventive Medicine).— The prescribed course of 20 
lectures was delivered by Mr. M. 11. Ahmed, Health Officer, Corporation 
of Calcutta. Models lent by the All-India Institute of Hygiene and Public 
Health -were made use of by the lecturer for demonstration to the students. 
Practical field demonstrations were held and were attended by the students 
who appeared at the Einal Examination in April 1944. The demonstra- 
tions were carried out by the Teacher concerned which included visits to 
Waterworks, Disinfecting Station, Vaccination Depot, Milk supply Depot 
and installation for destruction of refuse. 

A museum of models and specimens is required. 

Training in Infections Diseases . — The students of the 3rd and 4th year 
classes were detailed to the Infectious Ward in batches for a period of one 
and a half month. These included wards for the Cerebrospinal fever, 
Tetanus, Cholera and Small-pox wards. Here they were taught the 
technique of Lumber, Cisternal and Vonticular punctures in Cerebro- 
spinal fever and Rogers Saline treatment of Cholera. In the Small-pox 
wards, epidemology, infectivity, character and rash, points of differentia- 
tion from other exam then athesis importances of personal prophylaxis and 
of vaccination against the diseases were taught. Next a three months’ 
course of practical instructions in the management of infectious diseases 
was also held in the appropriate sections of the hospital for the students of 
the D.P.H. and D.M.C.W. from the All-India Institute of Hygiene. 

Medical Jurisprudence (Forensic Medicine ). — The subject was taught 
by Dr. M. Hossain and Dr. XT. C. Sarkar, m.u., Teacher of Medical Juris- 
prudence. Besides the usual course of lectures, 6 medico-legal post 
mortems were held during the year which the students had the opportunity 
of witnessing. 

(J) Ghildren Ward (Pedisterids). — The department consisting of a 
ward of 20 beds was under the charge of Dr. S. C. Mitra, the Associate 
Physician. The total number of cases admitted during the year was G70. 
Students of the 3rd year class, in batches of 10 to 15, were detailed for 
instructions fox a month and a half at a time in this ward. They had 
training in disease in early childhood including systematic instructions in 
methods of examination, care, feeding and treatment of infantile disorders. 
Special attention was paid to developmental and efficiency diseases, such 
as Rickets, Nutritional Ansemia, Endocrime disorders, etc. 
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D^ptrlmMIt of Surgeryi — The prescribed course of 100 lectures was 
delivered by the Teacher, Dr. T. Acharji, m.b. During the year 20 
practical classes in Operative Surgery were held by the Teacher of Clinical 
Surgery and Tutorial Classes by the Associate Surgeons and the Resident 
Medical Officers. Clinical Instructions were given in the Outpatients 
Dapartment and in the wards. In the latter section the students were 
required to act as surgical dressers and also to attend all operations per- 
formed by the Surgeon in charge. Special instructions in Ear, Nose and 
Throat Diseases and in Ophthalmic Surgery were given by Dr. N. B. 
Ghosh, M.B., D.O.M.E., the Ophthalmic Surgeon. The Kirsch wure 

extension method of treatment of fractures was frequently made use of by 
the Surgeons, also Surgical Diatherapy for operations wherever required. 
Further new Government grant obtained from January 1944 and Venereal 
Department was extended, the hours being changed from 11 to 1 p.ni. to 
8‘W to 11 a.m. The female section was also considerably improved being 
placed under a lady doctor under the supervision of Veneral Surgeon. 

(K) Ophthalmic Surgery. — There are 20 beds available but on account 
of present emergency it was cut down to 13 for treatment of eye cases and 
the number of inpatients treated during the year w^as 794. All varieties 
of cases including severe conjunctivitis, special types of corneal ulcers, 
diseases of ihe lens and cilliary body, etc., were admitted for teaching 
purposes and treated. Bedsides clinical demonstrations were given on ti 
days of the week, three of which were taken by the Honorary (Iphthalmic 
Surgeon and the remaining three days by the Honoraiyr Associate 
Surgeon. The cases of the wards were distributed amongst the students 
for examination and follow up of their treatment and progress. The 
student in charge of a case was recjuired to help in the operation with the 
hand lamp to illuminate the eye, so that he could see every step of the 
process well. During and after the operation the steps were explained to 
nim as well as to the other students of the ward and the student concerned 
was required to write the operation notes. 1,632 eye (iases were seen in 
the Outpatients Department during the year consisting of a wide variety 
of eye diseases which the students had the opportunity of examining. 
Twenty lectures were delivered by the Surgeon on diseases of the eye. 
Special stress was laid in those lectures which were illustrated by models, 
diagrams and specimens on the jireventive aspect of blindness and spread 
of infection. 

(L) Obstetrical and CynsBCOlogical Section.— The department was 
under the charge of Dr. S. C. Bose, m.d., r.u.c.s., m.r.c.o.g., Teacher 
of Midwifery, Campbell Medical School. Fifty lectures on Obstetrics and 
Gynmcology were delivered by the teacher to the students of the 4th year 
class. The number of beds available in the section was 44, 22 Obstetrical 
and 22 Gynaecological which were always full. The students were 
detailed for duty in the wards in batches of 20 at a time for a period of 
three months and they were required to follow the cases from the time of 
admission to the date of discharge. In the bedside clinics special stress 
was laid on Hygiene. Mechanism of labours (normal and abnormal) uses 
and applications of commoner Obstetrical instruments were demons- 
trated on the dummy regularly to the students. They attended 226 
labour cases and 204 operations during the year. Total number of con- 
finements during the year 1,479 and the previous year 1,357. Total 
number of Gynaecological operations this year 460, i^revious year 337. 

Outpatients Department. — The Department consists of a Surgical Section, 
a Medical Section, a separate section for women for the diseases of the 
eye, ear, nose and throat, venereal and a vaccination section, a casualty 
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section and a dispensary. The bnildin^if however is much too small for 
accommodating the existing departments and has no accommodation at 
all for opening a chest department, and a skin department which are also 
necessary. The difl&cnlties can be got over, only by construction of a 
more spacious building. The Yeneral Section (male) is opened in the 
Woodburn Ward as a temporary measure. This is very popular but can- 
not adequately expanse for want of sufficient space. 

V. D. CliniCSi — The students of the 4th yesir class were given instruc- 
tions for a week at a time in batches of five. They were taught the 
recent methods of i)rophylaxis, diagnosis also laboratory methods and 
treatment of the diseases. 

Conduct and attainments of students.— Generally speaking, the attain- 
ments of the students were not satisfactory, due to the minimum quali- 
fication for entrance to the school being the Matriculation Standard. 
Raising of the qiialifi(^ation from Matriculaiion to I. Sc., would be desir- 
able to enable the students to grasp the subject more thoroughly. 

Two hundred and five stndents were admitted to the Licentiate class, 
as shown in Table (C) of whom 6 were B.Sc. and 58 I.Sc.s as against 1 
B.Sc. and 22 l.A. and I.Sc.s admitted the year before. Thirty-one 
students were admitted to the Compounder class. 

Students’ Union. — The students’ union is divided into the following 
sections : — 

(1) The literary and scientific section and students’ benefit section. 

(2) The Entertaiimient section. 

(3) The Athletic vsection. 

The Camphell Medical School Magazine is published yearly hy the 
literary and scientific section. 

The Camphell Medical School ieams took part in various tournaments 
and they all acquitted themselves well. 

Football and Cricket sections arc having very successful enterprise in 
local and outside tournaments as well. Besides this the Athletic Section 
is niiiTiiug all sorts of indoor games and well equipped gymnasium. 

Remarks. — This institution passed thnmgh unprecedented troubles on 
account of strikes of the students in the year under report and in the 
previous year in which the menials and the A.R.P. male nurses also joined 
and which re(|uired certain departmental actions. Students’ strike how- 
ever continued up to Tauuary llMd. The situation was so bad that the 
school had t() be closed .vine die in U)42 and Government declared that until 
a suffieieiitly large number of sludents applied with apology to rejoin the 
institution uneonditioiially the school was to remain closed. My pre- 
decessor took charge in January 1944 «au(l very soon after, applications for 
rejoining the institution wulh apologies for going on strike were received 
and since Government conditions were fulfilled, the school was reopened 
on the 27th January 1944. 

The reunion of the present and past students was held in February when 
the atmosphere of tliis institution was more quiet. This consisted of re- 
union functions as the Presidential reception and address also Scientific 
meetings, the medical exhibition and various amusements in which doctors, 
male students and the lady students participated. 

First Aid Class. — ^A course of instruction in First Aid to the injured was 
given to the compounder students by the Demonstrator of Anatomy. 
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Post graduate training class. — ISo Sub-Assistant Surgeons received post 
graduate training during the year under report. 

Athletic Club. — ^The club has been well maintained and the students took 
great interest in competitions and friendly games. 

Finance. — The total receipt of the school other than from Government 
during the year under report was Rs. 64,303-4 and the total expenditure 
Es. 1,30,958-13 as against Es. 57,911-10-6, total expenditure Es. 1,24,541-2-6. 

The details of the receipt and expenditure for the last two years are 
given in Table (E). 

The causes of increase or decreases of income and expenditure, in com- 
parison with those of the previous year, are stated at the foot of Table (E). 

The average primary cost per student educated was Es. 600 per year. 

Establishment.— Eai Dr. A. E. Majumdar Bahadur, m.b., throughout 
the year under report.

Buildings and Acoommodation. 

No new building was couslrueted in this institution during the '/ear under 
report.

Teaching and Equipment. 

Chemistry and Physics. — This tlepartment is well etpiipiied. Lectures, 
demonstrations and tutorial classes were regularly held and special atteii- 
iiou was given to the ]>hicked students. The results of examination on 
this subject were satisfactory. 

Anatomy. — Lectures, demonstrations and tutorial classes as prescrilMMl 
in the syllahiis were regularly held. 34 dead bodies were supplied to the 
students for dissection. The department is e(jiii|>ped with 104 diagrams, 
41 models, 7 skeletons and lb sets of bones. 

Materia Medica. — Tlie department is moderately equipped. The 
drugs are systematically arraJiged in proper show cases to facilitate 
dtoiioijstrntion. 

Physiology. — Tlie Physiology l)ej)artmeni has a spacious and well 
equipped jiractical lalunatoiy. Lectures, di'iiionstrations and ])riictical 
classes as prescribed in the syllabus were regularly lield. The deportment 
is equipped with oS diagrams, IG microscopes and one oil immersion lens.

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Annual Report on the Working of Jackson Medical School, 
Jalpaiguri, for the year 1944^45. 

I. — Buildings and Accommodation, 

The school arc adequate and in f^ood rejiair and there is sufB- 

rient accuinmodiilion for classes. A students’ liostel is urf»ently required. 
At ]ireserit students lud^e in boardin*^* houses in liie town. inan\ oi which 
are insanitary, ill lij^htol and otherwise unsuitable. 

II. — Teaching and Equipment. 

Physics and Chemistry. — The department is quite \sell e(piipped. More 
lhan the prescribed number of lectures and demonstrations were given with 
txtra classes for failed students. There were three changes in demoustra- 
tors during the year under review, tlie teacher Mr. (juha having lo i*arry on 
by himself from ti4th A])ril til! -Ird duly 1944. 

Anatomy- — The department is well equipped with diagrams, models, 
skeletons and dissected specimens, ^ew dissect^^d specimens were added to 
ilic museum iluring the year. Lectures and demonstiatioiis as jirescribed in 
the syllabus were lield rgularly and additional ( lasses for failed students. 
The supply (d bodies was a<le(]Jiate, d(» being suj)plie(l to the students for 
dissection, “(’old storage" arrangements for [ireseiviiig the bodies are 
urgently required. 

Physiology- — A few chemical tests (‘ould not be shown to tlie students as 
the uecessury reagents were not available. The instrument for demonstrat- 
ing a. simple muhcle curve is very old and unworkable, otherwise the 
(lepartriif nt is ade(piately eqni[)|)(‘(l. The prescribed number of lectures and 
demonsttatitms \\t*re ludd and (‘xtra (‘lasses w(*rc given to failed sludeiils. 

Materia Meitica- — JA times the sch(*dule(l number of lectures were given 
and llicrc were extra classes for failed students. The lueseiit stock of 
s]»ecinnMi drugs for dcinonst rations have deteriorated so badly that they are 
praciicaljy iiurci ogjiisablc. Kiforts liave heen made to .secure jicw sp(.‘ci- 
ineii<, hut llicsc have been unsuccessful. As reported last \ear the depart- 
ment rc(iuirc,s one tnore table for ])raeti(*al work and an alinirah for stores. 
These will be juircliased wlien funds allow. Some IL P. drugs are also iu 
short supply. 

PathclO^- — Difficulty was (‘X]K‘rienced during the y(‘ar in g(‘tting sntH- 
cieiit nuinhcr of bodies for Lutbological post morlems. Towards the end of 
the session a number of liodies were received from F. II. E. Hospital and the 
students were thus able to complete the minimum number of examinations 
required. Sp(^cimen jars are still unobtainable and tlius no new sjiecimens 
could be added to the museum. Many items imbuited fur from Medical 
St4>res and Europe could not be supplied and tiius some ditliculty was 
experienced in carrying out laborat(»ry work. Mure nii(Toseoi»es are required 
for students' demonstrations and a refrigerator for the laboratory is also 
urgently required. The prescribed number of lectures were deliveied also 
witli extra classes for failed students. 

Hygiene- — lectures were delivered during the y(‘ar under report and 
practical demonstrations were given with the aid of models, charts etc. 
Four outings were made during the session to demonstrate muni(‘ipal and 
rural water-supply systems and disposal of night soil in a big village and 
the sanitary arrangements made for a ‘‘Mela”. 

JurisprudBnee- — Onee again there was usual scarcity of post mortems of 
medico-legal value. Cfwing to insufficient facilities for practical demonstra- 
tions, students’ instruction was mainly theoretical. Examination results 
however were good. 

Medicine. — The prescribed number of lectures were delivered l)y the 
teacher medicine; o lectures were given by Dr. B. X. Ohose on J.cprosy 
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under the auspices of the British Empire Leprosy Association. As usual 
clinical iiistnu-lion was ^iven itt llie w’ards of the hospital. Special cases 
were taken to the lecture theatre and demonstrated to llie whole* class. In 
the May <*\ainina1 nut 14 stmhuils out of 17 passed and in Novemher 0 out 
of 8 successful. S|)ccial classes were held for failed students. 

Surgery.- r here was no dearth of (dinical nialerial for teaching* purposes 
and almost all kinds of major and minor surgical o]>erations were performed, 
students hein^- j)resent and assistiny- in some cases. The prescribed number 
of lectures were held and emudiinp* classes for failed studei»ts. The 0|)era- 
tion thcalre leijuires a shadowless lamp and a lar^e exhaust fan, otherwise 
it, is w"(‘ll desi<>ne<l and equipjied. 

GyncOCOlogy and Midwifery, —til) lectures were delivered and a course of 
revisioTi lectures for failed students. (dinii‘s were «‘iven on surf^ical ctises 
in the wards ami oj)erativ(* j>rocedures w'ere exphiiiied to the students before 
and during operations^ so that the students could follow tlie steps of the 
operations. Labour cas(*s were 227 as against 222 lust year. 

Radiological Departmant. — Tliere was an adei|uate su[>ply (»f films durinjyr 
the year. 

Library. — Tlie aKotment of Bs.200 is still iusiifticieni to maintain a 
modern medical school library, and very few hooks were purchased during 
the year. 

dut-pationts’ Departmont. — No inij)rovemcnts or additions to the 

buildings were made during the year. 

Admission. — The number of students .selected was o2 out of 124 as against 
"28 out of 1)4 last year. 

Conduct and attandanco. — 44ie attendance t>f students has been satis- 
factory. One boy was held bac*k b months for ad(»pting unfair means in the 
examination hall. 

Examinations. — The test and unuual examinations of the school were 
held twice during the year as ustial. The results of the P acuity Examina- 
tions are shown in table 

Athletic Club Tbe management of the club was cairied on satisfactori- 
ly. Tbe students took a fairly active interest in sports and they were 
enctmraged by staff. 

Visits and Inspections. — In.spection Committee of p-aculty iris])e(d.ed the 
school on 41 si July 1944. 

Finance. — The details of receipts and expenditure for the year are shown 
in table The causes for increase or decrease have also been furnished 

there. The total recei])t of the school from sources other than Gfovernment 
was Jls.2-),842 against lls.24,940 last year ami the total expenditure was 
lls.r>7,54-‘i' against Us. 52,465 last year. 

The average juiniary cost jter student was Rs.285 against Us.272 last

V. — Courses of instruction — Pre-clinical courses. 

(A) Physics and Chemistry. — The syslematir Ic. tnrcs wtuc delivered hy 
the T(‘aehers of Pbys-ics and (1icmi.-trv in tlic I.c< lure Thcatn* (d' the Imlian 
Association for the cuilti vatioti of Science. 'Jiie ihouonstrations wcuv piven 
1 ) 5 *^ the teachers conc'eno'd with the assi^tino’c of two resc'arcii sedndara 
beloii^iiip’ to the Association and paid for thc» inrpose by the Institute. In 
addition the Assistant T(*acher pave demon>i rat tlnic'c weekly in the use 
of the various iiistrumenis and a]»j)lianees laid down in the practical ccnirse 
undcM' the rep- illations. 

(B) Anatomy. — The systematic- lecUirc.s were delivered hy 1h(‘ Teacher of 
Anatomy. The four Assistant Teso-hers bold dejuon.stration classes in 
Osteolopv, Brains and I’iscera and snnervised the dissections which \^ere 
suj)plemented wilh diagram.-’ and sketcdics made on the bheekboard. 

The number of bodies disseeic^l by students was *18 and the averaj^e 
number of students per l)ody was 14. Every stude-nt was examined in each 
part assiprned to him for dissection and liad to satisfy the examiner before 
he was ffiven a further part to disse<*t; after eompletiou of the dissec tion of 
one part each student bad to apj)ear before the teaclier for (‘ompletion 
examination before allotment of next part, 
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Special Revision classes were held on Bones, Viscrera, Tdentification of 
structures on dissected specimens and Brains and Surface Marking for the 
failed s<uilen<s. S])ecial Examinations were also held by the Teacher 
monthly covering the whole of the students and comments and discussions 
were held on those i)articnlar (piestions. 

(C) Physiology- — The systematic lectures were delivered by the Teacher 
of the subject ainl ])rac1ical classes were taken in ac'cordance with the' require- 
ments of the syllabus by the three assistant teachers on the lines reported in 
previous years. Tutorial classes and ]>eriodiical examinations iwere held 
during througliout the sessmn. Special classes were taken by the Teachers 
after the test examination. 

(D) Matoria Medlca- — The courses of lectures were delivered by the 
Teachers concerned. Th<‘ two assistant teacdicrs took denumstratioii edasses 
in the recogjidtion of crude drugs and their more important preparations 
and Indd the jn-nidical ])liarmacy ednsses and exercises in dispensing. 

The Clinical courses. 

(i) Pathology. — TIk* conrses lectures iii (buioral and Special Pathology 
and Ehnnentary Ihu tciiolngy. Morbid Anatomy and Histology, were 
dclivcrcfl hy the Teat her to the third and final year stnde?its, while the two 
assistant teatdiers totds iht* iiractical (dasses to meet the retpiired of the 
syllabus. The naked cv(‘ and ]iiiserttseopi(*al appearaiit'es prtuliu^ed by 
(liscasc wi‘n‘ taught iu these <das.s<*s. hive post-mortems weie held during the 
yeai*. (diiiical mieroseopy and laboratory te(dini(|iie was taught by the 
tdiiiieal pathohtg'jst to tin* Hospital, anti the studtmts earrietl out routiue 
urine testing, t‘Namiuatit)u of I'atMes ami sjmta and (‘xamiiiatiou of blood 
slides under liis supervision. A list of the tdinieal exaiiiiiiaiion for the 
hospital carried out hy the (lej)artment is given in Ap])eiulix 

(ii) Medicine. — The systematic lectures in the principles and practice of 
Medicine iiudiuliiig common Trojiieal diseases were given hy the Teaedier of 
Medicine. Besides, ward tdiuics were given hy the iwt) visiting jihysitdans 
imduding the Teatdier, and their rt‘Sj)eetive de])uties, the latter alstj gave 
instructions twite weekly in clinical methods. Students were detiniled for 
six months as tdinieal tderks in the wards and three months in the Medical 
(lut-patieni (lepartineiit during th<* ‘Ird and final year ct)urst*s. In the Out- 
patit'iits depai’tuieut (lit* tdinieal instruetioiis were given by the Deputy Physi- 
cians on their res))eetive days of attendance. Both in the wards as well as iu 

•the Out-patients department th(» students were taught the teehnuiue of phyo- 
dermic, intva-museular and iutra-venus metlnids of metlieatiou. There W'ere 
four beds reserved for treatment of (*erebrospinal fever cases under the charge 
of a visiting iihysiciaii who was the Teatdier of Medical d urisprudence also. 
Besides the clinical asjieets of the tifisease, its diagnosis and treatmentj the 
students were taught iu the section the technique of lumbar puncture. 

Instnictimis in the use oi the Ophthalmo.scope and in the apiieorances of 
the fnndns setm through this instrument were in the Ophthalmic Out-patients 
de])nrtment. 

(iii) Surgery. — The systematic lectures were given by the Teacher of 
Surgery and a course in minor ojieratijve surgery w^as held by the 
Teacher of Operative Surgery. Clinical instructions were given by the 
visiting surgeons to the attached hospital and their dejmties. The students 
were detailed as surgical dressers for six months in the wards and three 
months iu the Surgical Out-]»atients department during the Jlrd and final 
years of study. The instructions iu the Out-patients departineut were given 
by the Officer-in-charge. Instructions in reginal anatomy were given hy the 
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Teacher of Operative Surgery and those in minor surgery, handaging, use 
of instruments and applicances and interpretation of radiograms were given 
by the Deputy Surgeons. The proportion of students to beds under peace 
time ratio was 1 ; 1 *6. 

Ophthalmio Surgaryi* — Special lectures were delivered by the Teacher of 
Ophthalmic Surgery and Visiting Ophthalmic Surgeons. Beside instruc- 
tions were given by him and in the wards and in the Out-patients depart- 
ment by his deputy. 

Midlivifery and CynSBCOlOgyt — The course of systematic lectures were deli- 
vered by the Teacher of Midwifery and Oyiupcology to third and final year 
students. The courses included lectures on A])plied Anatomy and riiysio- 
logy, niaiiageincnt of ])regnaiicy, labour and puerparium, infant hygiene and 
neonatal care. Demonstrations with the aid of dummy and mannikin and 
in the use of instruments were given by the deputy Oyiiae(‘ologist8. Every 
student in the final year was detailed in hatches for three months, aiteiidance 
in the Obstetrical and Gyntnecologi(»al wards cbntaining thirty hods. Each 
Final student conducts 2 labour cases and witnesses (> labour cases and wrdtes 
down (•onfinemeiil rales. 1’he labour is conducted by a specially trained 
Maternity riaboiir Uooin nurse. (;liiiical instructions were given in the 
wards by the Teacher and liis <lej)Ulies. 


VI. —Medical Jurisprudence. 

'Die course of lectures were delivered by llie Teacher of Medical Juris- 
]uudi*nc(‘. The students attended medico-legal ]»ost-niortems in, the Campbell 
Hospital. 

VII.— Hygiene. 

The systeifiatie lectures illustraled by models \v(‘re delivered by the 
Teacher of Hygiene. Tt included two excursions to ]>laees of ])ul)lic health 
interest in and about the vicinity of the town to demonstrate eonservan(*y 
inellnuls api)licable to rural areas for disposal of refuse. 


VIII.— Library. 

The library contained 1,188 volumes of Ixudxs and journals, some being 
books of reference and other monthly text books generally used by students. 
Fifteen volumes of books and journals Lave been added in the year under 
report. 


IX.— Arrangement for residence of students. 

The instil ntioii has no recognised hostel of its own. There is only a mess 
attached to the Institulioti run by the sludeiits themselves. This is a cause 
of emharrassment to many to hail fT-oni moflu^sil disliicis and have to find 
accommodation with friends, relatives or club together in private messes. 

X.— Sports- 

There is no playing ground to the .school or shared by the students Wijth 
other institutions. The students have to hire such play grounds as may be 
available in order to keep iq) s]K»rti!ig aetivities. Imueasiiig difliculties 
were met with in hiring sneh grounds during the year under re])ort owing 
to greater demand and increased rate of charges, only a limited amount of 
play such as football could be arranged for during the year. 
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XI.— Conduct and diaoipiino of stuibnts. 

A great deal of difficulty was exi^erienced by students in obtaining food 
luiiterials iiiid necessary supplies during the general food crisis of Bengal 
and the e(*ouoiuic resources of many students were strained to utmost limits. 
Under these trying circumstances the fortitude and equanimity displayed by 
the students in conforiuity with many of the adverse circumstances with 
which they had to contend were of a praiscwortliy (*hara<‘ter. Besides the 
fine generous s])irit and initiative displayed hy the students in organising a 
variety enttulainineiil in aid of Bengal Famine Relief and success attained 
w’as appreciable indeed. 

XII.— The Staff. 

There were no im])ortant (‘hanges in tlic stall of tlic Institutit»n during 
the year under report.

XIII.— The Hospital.

I.— ^Building and Aocoiimiodation. 

For the purpose of holding: lectures for Laboratories, Dissections and for 
administration — the accommodation in the existing: School Building is ample. 
Besides two big lecture halls, there is an Examination Hall, which, however, 
is used as the reading room while the examdnations are not on. A room has 
])een given to the students to be used as their Common Room. There are 
servants’ quarters though not sufficient to accommodate all the menial staff. 
The School Building witli itaS playground and other open spaces covers 
y bighas of land. 

The premises of the Chittaranjan Hospital also cover an area of 13 bighas 
(»f land and have room for 175 beds pins quarters for the Nursing staff and 
some menials. The National Infirmary at 189, Maiiicktalla Main Road, 
attached to this Institute novr accommodates 75 patients of whom 40 are for 
T. B. patients. It has got 4 blocks besides menials’ quarters. 

II.— Teaching and Equipment. 

More tliun the ])res(^ribed courses of lectures and practical classes were 
held in all the subjects. Tlie number of classes and demonstrations held 
was as follows : — 


(A) Physics and Chemistry.

There were two teachers and an assistant. 

(B) Anatomy Department. 

The number of classes and demonstrations held was as follows > — 

The 1st year and the :2n(l year students ivere given 03 lectures each of 
which lectures were delivered combiiiedly. Total number of students who 
attended practical classes were 177. Regular students were divided into 
10 batches ; 6 for the 1st year and 4 for the 2nd year. Total number of 
demonstration lectures delivered by the demonstrators were 130. 26 bodies 
were dissected during tbe year under review. The Ptofessor was assisted by 
one Associate Professor and 5 Demonstrators. There is a card index system 
for dissection of parts and examination on dissected parts for students. 

(C) Physiology Deportmeilt. — 80 lectures were delivered to the 2nd year 
Regular Batch, 50 to the Ist year Regular and 41 and 45 to the Irregular 
Batches. * 

Regular 1st year class was divided into 3 batches and the Regular 2nd 
year into 4 batches. Each batch of the Ist year class was benefited by 
20 demonstration classes. Altogether 60 demonstration classes were held 
by the Demonstrators. 
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<D) Mat^ia HMica Dapartnwnt* — 100 systematic lectures were deliYered 
by the Professor-in-charge during the year with the assistance of the Asfo* 
ciate Prof^sor te the Ist year and 2nd year classes. Altogether 130 
demonstration classes were held by the Demonstrators. 

Tutorial classes and practical examination were regularly held. The 
Museum contains more than 400 important specimens. 

(E) Pathology and Bactoriolopyr Department*— 80 systematic lectures 
were delivered by the Professor-in-charge during the year. The 3rd and 
4th year students received altogether 140 demonstration lectures. Number 
of Pathological post-mortem done during the year was nil against 11 in the 
previous year. The total number of Pathological, Bacteriological and 
Serological work done in the year was 964 against 96r> in the previous year 
(excluding the work done in the clinical room of the t'hittaranjan Hospital). 

(F) Medicine .Department* — The Professor-in-charge with his Associate 
Professor delivered 108 lectures. 37 Tutorial classes were also regularly 
held. The Tutor gave regular iiistriiction in case taking and in physical 
diagnos'is. Ward training of students was carried in the usual manner in 
the outdoor and indoor departments. 

(G) Surgery Department* — The Professor-in-charge w)ith his Associate 
Pi'ofessor delivered 100 lec^tures and Tutorial (ilasses, in batches, were held 
120 times. Besides these lectiires in Ophthalmic Surgery were held. The 
Tutor also taught the* students? bandaging and minor surgery. 40 Operative 
Surgery clases were held. Instructions were given in adindnistratipn of 
Anaestheti<‘s in the (deration Theatre from time to time. Clinics .were given 
to the students by. he Visiting Stall of the Surgical Wards. Instructions 
W'ere given in Oplitjialmology and divseases (»f the Ear. Nose and Throat. 

(H) Medical Jurisprudenee and Hygiene*— so lectures were held. Special 
demonstration classes were held and students were taken outside for special 
demonstrations. Medico-legal ])Ost-mortem8 were w^itnessed by ihe students 
at the Police Morgue, Calcutta. 

(I) Midwifery and Cynaecolegy Department*— 123 lectures were delivered 
in Midwifery, Gynaecology and Pediatrics by Professor-in-charge and Asso- 
ciate Professor. The tutorial classes were held 28 times. Regular clinics 
given by the Professor and Associate Professor in the Indoor and Ante- 
natal Outdoor. 

(J) Hespital Training* — Instructions on diseases including Eye, Ear, 
Nose and Throat were imparted in the Outdoor and the Indoor of the 
Ghittaranjan Hospital. The students attend the Venereal Department of 
the Hospital reguarly. The tw^o hospitals attached to the National Medical 
Institute are — 

(?) Chittaranjau Hospital containing 176 beds. 

(/V) National Infinnary at Manicklalla containing 75 beds. 

Number of Labour cases treated at the Chittaranjau Hospital was 438 
against 447 in the previous year. 

There is a special Tuberculosis Outdoor Department attached to the 
Chittaranjau Hospital where the Tuberculosis Association of Bengal has 
been given quarters. Total number of cases attending the T. B. Outdoor 
was 760 of which 402 cases were new. 

(K) Conduct and attondamso of atudonts* — Conduct has been satisfactory, 

so also is the percentage of attendance. The results of various examinations 
under the State Medical Faculty were fairly satisfactory. 
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(L) Finaneas* — Financial condition of the School is not satisfactory (vide 
Table attached elsewhere). Average primary cost per student is approxi- 
mately Bs. 402 against Rs. 404 last year.

i.— Building and Accommodation. 

An additional construction in the cxistm« oiieratitui thcatrt^ within tlio 
Hospital compound has hoen made in the year under leport. The School 
hostel which is the abode of about 140 students has been thoroii^^hly rei»aired 
w'ith a cost of lls. *2/^00 and made comfortable to students to co])e willi the 
excessive heat during' the Summer Season. The usual repairs of the exist- 
iiio’ buildiuo’S were duly curried out. 

II.-— Teaching and Equipment. 

Department of Chemistry and Physics.~-The professors of Chemistry 
and Physics of the local (uille^e assisted by a demonsiraior held Tlieoretical 
and Practical classes of the subjects. The number of classes and demon-

Department of Anatomy. — The tea<*lier of Anatomy delivered the pre- 
scribed course of lectures during? the year. The teacher and the four assist- 
ant teacdiers (conducted the disse(‘tion. Besides the four assistant teachers 
took practical demon sti‘at ion classes and weekly examination regularly 
throughout the year. Special attention was devoted to the further training 
of plucked students. Sufficient dead bodies were available from the 
attached hospital for dissection and demonstration and w’e could afford to 
give one body to ten students. 

Department of Physiology. — The department was under the charge of 
Dr. K. P. Banerjee, M.n., and Hr. L. JiT. Has, m.sc., m.b., assisted by a staff 
of three assistant teachers, namely, Hr. li. Tewary, l.m.f., Hr. N. Chatter- 
jee, n.M.F., and Hr. S. Mukherjee, l.m.f. 

Two teachers of the subject delivered more than luescribed course of 
lectures during the year while teacher Hr. Ti. M. Has assisted by three 
demonstrators Jjeld bO demonstrations and 24 practical classes to each batch 
of 2nd year students consisting of sub-batches. 

The department was well equipped with slides, diagrams, microscopes 
and necessary tools and materials. 

Materia Modica and Pharmacy. — Ht. K. K. Mitra, l.m.s., teacher of 
Materia Medica, delivered 64 lectures to the 1st and 2nd year students. 
Besides the lectures the teacher took demonstration classes in batches sepa- 
rately for the Ist and 2nd year students. The second teacher Dr. B. Ohosh, 
L.M.F., took 65 demonstrations and 25 practical classes (Pharmacy) for the 
Ist and 2nd year students. 

The department is fully equipped with drugs and specimens in accord- 
ance with the British Pharmacopea of 1932. 

Doportmont of PaUidtO^. — The department was under the charge of 
Dr. B. Mukherjee, m.ij., d.h^.h., assisted by a staff of 2nd teacher Dr. H. P. 
Mukherjee, m.b., and a demonstrator Dr. S. Mukherjee, l.m.f. A course of 
44 lectures on Pathology and Bacteriology was delivered by the teacher and 
a course of 44 dmonstrations and practical classes for students for each 
batch of 3rd year class. 
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The number of post-mortems held during the year was 10 which were 
attended by the students of the 3rd and 4th year classes. 

New specimens were added to the museum during the year under report. 
The department is well equipped. Laboratory exajniiiations as usual were 
carried out during the year. 

Dapartmant of Madicinai — The de]>aTtuu'nl was under the charge of 
Dr. 1). Gupta, n.se., M.n., teacher of Medicine as well as the Physician to 
the attached JiospitaJ. A course ot oO lectures was delivered (o the students 
of 3.rd year and 4th year classes by tiu' t<’acher. 

Clinical deinonsiratioiis were given in the Wards every <lay by teacher 
and 2ud Physician Dr. H. Alukiierjec, M.in, Hesides cliuical demons- 

trations Dr. R. N. Ihirat, l.m.f., Senior House Physician, held tutorial 
classes one hour <laily in the evening in the Aledieal Ward oi the Hospital. 
Writing u]) of case notes and performance of Clinical Ijaboratory were super- 
Tised by Dr. P. N. Mukherjee, l.m.f. 

Dopaitmont of Slirgory> — Tlie department was under the charge of lyr. 
A. liay, M.H., teacher of Surgery as well as 1st Siugeon to the attached Hos- 
pital. He delivered 70 lectures to the 3rd and 4tli year classes besides tbe 
tutorial classes iu the Hospital. The 2nd teacher Dr. K. De, a. sc., m.il, 
took 21 pra(;tical classes on operative Surgery and 36 lectures of anaesthesia. 
Clinical instructions were given iu the out-patient department and in the 
Ward. Iu the latter sections the students vrere required to act as Surgical 
dressers and also to attend all operations ])erformed hy the 1st and 2nd 
Surgeons. The senior students were given opportunities of li el ping the sur- 
geons in o])erations at hospital and yvere ahso trained to ])erl’orTn minor opera- 
tions in the oufHoor dispensary. Tutorial classes were also held by the Senior 
House Surgeon Dr. N. C. Hay, l.m.f. 

Ophthalinio Surgioryt— *Dr. H. Kundu, m.jl, b.s., who wuis the teacher of 
Ophthalmic Surgery as well as Eye-surgeon to the attached hospital delivered 
22 lectures to the students of the 3rd and 4th year classes. All varieties of 
cases including severe conjunctivitis, spinal types of corneal ulcers, diseases 
of the lens, etc., were admitted for teaching purposes and treated. The cases 
in the Wards were distributed amongst the students for examination and 
for following up of their treatment and progress. 

Obstotrioal and Gynaacological SacstionSi — ^The department was under 
the charge of Dr. B. Banerjee, b.sc., m.b., f.s.m.f. (Bengal), teacher of 
Midwifery and Gynaecologist to the attached hospital assisted by a staff of 
one 2nd teacher Dr. P. Banerjee, m.b. The teacher of Alidwifery delivered 
62 lectures to the students of 3rd aud 4th year classes, in additi«>i) to the 
tutorial classes. The students were detailed for duty in batches in the wards, 
each Itatch for a ]ieriod of three mouths. The students in charge of Obstetri- 
cal Wards were required to follow their cases from the time of admission to 
the date of discharge. Mechani.sm of normal and abnormal labour cases and 
applications of commoner obstetrical instruments were demonstrated to the 
students regularly on the dummy. 

Dr. P. Banerjee, m.b., 2nd Gynaecologist, delivered 36 lectures on Gynae- 
cology and helped the Senior Gynaecologist in all operations along with 
senior students and Dr. S. Dutta, l.m.f., Resident House Surgeon to this 
department. The students were thus given the facility of assisting in 
Gynaecological and Obstetrical operations. 

Medical Jurisprudciice. — ^The department was under the charge of Dr. 
Haridas Gupta, l.m.f., the teacher of Medical Jurisprudence, who is the 
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niedical officer, in charge of the local Police Hospital delivered 46 lectures 
to the 3rd and 4th year classes. Almost all the medico-legal post-mortem 
were demonstrated to the students by the teacher in the local police 
morgues. 

Hygiene- — This department was .under the charge of Dr. S. K. Siuha, 
D.P.H., District Health Officer. The teacher of Hygiene delivered 18 
lectures to the 3rd and 4th year students while Dr. N. Chatterjee, l.m.f., 
who was newly appointed as the demonstrator of Hygiene gave 12 demoiis- 
tiations in the subject. This department is up-to-date, liavitig sufficient 
iliagrams, charts and models, etc. 

Hospital Training- — The Hospital attached to the Schoed treated 1,973 
indoor patients during the year under rei)OTt with a daily average of 92 and 
it treated 12,167 outdoor patients. The students were also detailed to duty 
10 the local Sadar Hospital containing 36 beds where the school authoiities 
have got a Physician to deliver bed-side clinics. 

Out-pationt Departmonta — Senior students were deputed in hatches 
ihrmigliout the year and attended clinics in every section of this department 
including ophthalmology. They were also given every facility to perform 
minor operations and to assist in major operations. They were also given 
facility to diagnose and to give injections. Tutorial teaching was also 
given to the students in the out-patient department by the respective medical 
officers. 

X-Ray Department. — Dr. L. N. Das, m.sc., m.b., was in charge of this 
department. This has improved the teaching of Medicine and Surgery con- 
siderably, nearly every plate taken is demonstrated to the students.

Lieutenant-General K. S. Fitch, i.m.s., Deputy Surgeou -General with 
the Government of Bengal (Famine Relief), inspected this Institution in 
July 1944. 

It was further visited by Dr. P. Brahmachery, Deputy Inspector of 
Hospitals, Burdwan and Presidency Divisions, and also by Moulana Abul 
Kalam Aaad, the President, All-India Congress Committee, in the months of 
April and June 1945. 

Dr. P. De, m.b., received post-graduate training for specialising diseases 
belonging to E. N. T. Department during the year under report. 
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Hostel AoooimilOClatiOfli — The School hoHtel accommodated 140 students 
during the year under report under the control of the Hostel Warden, 
Dr. R. Barat, l.m.f., who was the resident. The messing of the students was 
controlled by the students themselves while the disciplinary control was in 
the hands of a Committee consisting of teachers. 

Athletic club.— The club was well maintained aiid the students took 
great interest in competition and friendly games. The students played 
football in the ground of their own within the hostel compound. Besides 
other outdoor games such as badminton, tennis, etc., they took part in 
indoor games like table tennis, carrom l)oard. 

Library. — The School has g(Jt a library whi(;h is e(iuipped wdth necessary 
number of medical hooks and journals. - 

The Students’ Common Room has a separate library containing necessary 
books and journals for their own use. 

At last I gratefully acknowledge the sincerity of co-operation I received 
from the members of the teaching and clerical staff for running the 
Institution.
